Inspection parties are becoming almost every-day 
visitors to the meat-packing establishments in Chi- 
cago. The packers haven’t the slightest objection to 
gratifying the wishes of the persons who want to be 
shown. On the oth: hand, they welcome them and 
extend them every courtesy in their trips through 
the big plants. A party of United States army and 
navy Officials just completed a tour of inspection of 
the large western packing houses, and the Glasgow, 
Scotland, corporation is shortly to send over a dele- 
gation whose duty it will be to see if conditions are 
really deserving of so much harsh criticism. Every 
cannery or food manufacturing establishment of every 
kind should at all times be ready to be inspected by 
anybody who cares to do so. 

Unseasonable weather is the only unfavorable fea- 
ture of the business situation noted in the weekly re- 
views of trade given out by the commercial agencies. 
Dun’s report on the country at large says, in part: 
“Spring trade develops slowly because of unseason- 
able weather, but the lost ground will be recovered 
in large measure when normal temperature prevails. 
Leading furnace interests have sold their output to 
the end of the year, but some smaller producers still 
accept orders for delivery during the second half.” 
Bradstreet’s says: “Continued cold weather through- 
out the country delays crop preparation and develop- 
ment, injures fruits, vegetables, and cotton, and dulls 
retail trade. Coincidentally orders from and collec- 
tions by jobbers and. wholesalers are affected, but 
these latter branches of trade feel this relatively less 
than in other years.” Dun’s report on business in 
the Chicago district states that “Industrial conditions 
generally maintain an encouraging tone. Less hesi- 
tancy appears in manufacturing commitments and re- 
newed heavy orders for furnace and finished products 
make a notable addition to the unprecedented accumu- 
lation of forward work. The movement of freight by 
both rail and lake steadily expands. Low tempera- 
ture halted a seasonable activity in the leading retail 
branches.” ;

Another Dating Bill Fails. 


Hi. regularity with which bills to compel the 
the stamping of canned goods with the date 
of packing which the framers of absurd meas- 
2) ures contend would be in the interest of con- 
sumers, are rejected by our state legislatures ought, 
in our opinion, to be somewhat discouraging to the 
advocates of the dating idea. During the last several 
years bills requiring canners to date their products 
have been presented in quite a number of states, but 
without exception they have failed to be approved by 
4 majority of the members. Most of them have been 
withdrawn and not even voted on, because the Solons 
who hoped to achieve everlasting fame as protectors 
of humanity from the “fraudulent practices of.dishon- 
est food manufacturers,” saw a great light before vot- 
ing-time came and deemed it best not to urge their 
pets for passage. . 
That is precisely what happened the other day in 


Why Men Fail 


TATISTICS compiled by Bradstreet’s show 
the remarkable fact that directly to fraudu- 
lent intent is traceable 10 per cent of all busi- 
ness failures in the United States and Can- 
ada occurring in 1906. This is really startling when 
one stops to think about it, and if it teaches anything 
at all it is that the old maxim, “Honesty is the best 
policy,” is absolutely true. 

The failures during the year 1906 involved $137,- 
000,000, with tangible assets of only $68,000,000. The 
suggestion is that if 10 per cent of the total of $137,- 
000,000 is directly traceable to fraudulent intent, 
crookedness was primarily the cause of a large per- 





Minnesota. <A statesman from Duluth introduced a 
dating bill, and when representatives of canners, gro- 
cers and the State Food and Dairy Commission ap- 
peared before the legislative Committee on Commerce 
and Retailing and told how the measure would injure 
large interests without being of the slightest benefit 
to anybody, the father of the bill consented to with- 
draw it, and thus the whole matter ended. 

We don’t believe the dating idea dangerous to the can- 
ning industry in any state. Legislators have never yet 
failed to see at once the absolute uselessness of com- 
pelling packers to date their products or to understand 
that heavy losses would result from the enactment of 
such a law and nobody be benefited. It should be as 
easy to convince them in future as it has been in the 
past. We anticipate no serious difficulty about defeat- 
ing all the dating bills that may and can reasonably be 
expected to appear from time to time.

centage of the failures not directly traceable to fraud. 

Eleven causes are ascribed for the total of 10,624 
failures in America last year. They are incompetence, 
inexperience, lack of capital, unwise credits, failures 
of others, extravagance, neglect, competition, specific 
conditions, speculation, fraud. The three greatest 
agencies of loss were speculation, failure of others, 
and fraud. The figures showing the average losses 
from each cause point to one or another form of crook- 
edness as the prime cause of disastrous failures in this 
country. ‘There is no doubt that ‘Honesty is the best 
policy,’ but it is certain that it is by no means the 
policy of all. 


Asparagus Offers an Opportunity. 


SPARAGUS offers a fine opportunity to can- 
ners who can get the raw stock to pack. Put- 
ting up this vegetable, which has never yet 
been packed in quantities sufficient to meet 
the demand for it in this country, is a hazardous un- 
dertaking in California. There is both rust and rain 
to be considered. The California crop has again been 
heavily damaged by floods caused by the breaking of 
levees protecting the low-lying lands along the banks 
or on the islands of the Sacramento river, and this 
has demonstrated that investing in the asparagus can- 
ning business in the localities on the Coast most favor- 
able to the production of large crops of the finest qual- 
ity, is a gamble. Asparagus packing is remunerative 
when all goes smoothly, but it has been proven that in 
California there are risks, and even serious dangers. 
Hickmott, the pioneer California asparagus canner, 
was wiped out some three or four years ago by the 
breaking of Sacramento river levees, and he is among 
those who met disaster in the March floods, which 
were of a character so destructive that some of the 
flooded beds probably will never produce another crop 
of this vegetable. 





There is no question whatever that ° 


asparagus canning in California is attended with grave 
danger. Hickmott will have no pack this year. The 
entire Coast output, it is believed, will not exceed 
100,000 cases, or about 40 per cent of the average pro- 
‘duction of the past five years. 

It would seem that the situation offers an opportu- 
nitv for Eastern and Middle Western canners. There 
is no question about the market. The demand exists, 
and is big enough to rapidly absorb a larger pack than 
this entire country has ever made. The only difficulty 
is in getting the fresh “grass” to put into the cans. 

This half of the country may not possess so ideal a 
climate as California, but there is no danger of floods 
and the rust risk at least is not greater, and it has been 
demonstrated that asparagus of the very finest quality 
can be grown for canning in this and states farther 
East. The Bonvallets at Wichert, Ill., and Hudson at 
Mattituck, on Long Island, are examples of packers 
who put up a superior quality of this article. The as- 
paragus business is a branch of the canning indus- 
try that can hardly be overdone. There is room for 
more asparagus packers. We suggest that some of 
our Eastern packers investigate the merits of the as- 
paragus proposition.

‘The Spot tomato,.market has been quiet in all the 
large centers of distribution during the week reviewed, 
the corigjnuation of this condition causing speculation 
eoncerning the reasons for the existing quiet and com- 
ment ofthe ‘probable trend of spot values in the next 
sixty days, during which, by all experience and prece- 
dent, consumption of canned tomatoes should be at 
flood tide. It is the usual thing to anticipate an active 
distribution and consumption in April, May and June, 
so at the least calculation we have left us a full sixty 
days, one-sixth of an entire year, and undoubtedly an 
immense quantity of tomatoes will in this period be 
taken out of the existing spot supply. Whether this 
will have an improving effect on prices is beyond 
our ability to prognosticate. It may bring about a ris- 
ing market, or it may have absolutely no effect on 


quotations. Market now feels better, but tomatoes are. 


at all times an extremely risky proposition on which 
to base a prediction, and at this season of the year 
they are particularly liable to fool the most experienced 
persons, for April and May give the signal to many 
who have been holding in the hope or expectation of 
advancing values to clean up preparatory to the com- 
mencement of another season’s operations. Selling 
by the late holders usually has a softening effect, and 
we have seen something of that sort this spring, when 
a comparatively small amount of selling has been felt 
in the market. This selling has very naturally—be- 
cause the unsold stocks consist almost entirely of that 
size—been largely confined to No. 3s, and this partly 
accounts for the present condition of the spot No. 3 
tomato market, the difference between No. 3s and No. 
2s being smaller than it usually is or than the differ- 
ence in the weight of contents and cost of produc- 
tion warrants. 

This doesn’t account wholly for the disproportion- 
ate prices prevailing on these two sizes, for No. 2s are 
high rather than No. 3s are low, the advance in the 
market value of the former to a point nearer the price 
of the latter than No. 2s ordinarily climb being ac- 
counted for by the scarcity of this size, and this is due 
either to the fact that the production of No. 2s in 1906 
was not large or that the demand for this package has 
increased, or to a combination of both. 

The unusually wide difference between prices on 
38 and No. 10s is accounted for in the same way. No. 
los advanced to a high figure because a large demand 
nade the available supply of this size very small, just 
as with No. 2s, while No. 3s sagged, opening up an 
abnormally wide gap between the large and the inter- 
mediate sizes. The following table will show the dif- 
ference between-ruling prices on, the three sizes, con- 
trasted with the prices prevailing at about the middle 
of April in the five preceding years:

toes aren't excessive. On the contrary, theyare con- | 
siderably below the average quantity held-at-this time 
of year. If this statement is incorrect, it is because 
the situation in Maryland has been misrepresented, 
and that is most improbable. There is no reason to 
suppose that packers’ stocks in Maryland are larger 
than they are represented to be, while in the West 
they are universally reported so limited in quantity 
as to be of almost no consequence and really not a 
factor in the market. Indiana is believed to contain 
only a few thousand cases, and the other western 
tomato states are either sold up entirely or very nearly 
so. The offerings of spots were freely made despite 
the fact that stocks in canners’ hands were light. for so 
early in the year. This has ended up in a soft market 
and occasioned expression of .surprise that packers 
would be so willing to let go when they have been known 
to hold on tenaciously at times when the supply of No. 
3 tomatoes remaining in the warehouses of packers 
exceeded to-day’s holdings by a goodly quantity. But, 
as stated above, tomatoes are feeling better now. 

Unfortunately, there are many tomato packers whose 
financial condition renders it impossible for them to 
always hold on as long as they would like. If there 
were fewer weak packers no doubt the market at 
times like the present would display more backbone, 
and the owners of goods not be so easily got “on the 
run” by the bluffing buyer. In the present situation 
it seems that only the dullness has been taken into 
consideration by holders, and it is possible they have 
attached too mtch importance to it, forgetting that 
we have hardly started on the period of the year when 
consumption is invariably much the heaviest, and, 
further, that should the usual heavy consumption ne- 
cessitate a lively drawing on the small supplies left 
in packers’ hands, or the season get a very late start, 
owing to delayed planting of the tomato crop, the mar- 
ket would ke practically certain to take an upward 
flight. In this connection, we call attention to the re- 
marks of our Baltimore correspondent concerning the 
present sensitiveness of the market, also to the crop 
letters in our correspondence column on the subject 
of tomatoes and peas. The reports on the latter arti-| 
cle. are. especially. interesting: and, important, coming, | 
as they do, fronr some of the principal pea-canning 
concerns in the western states and from the leading, 
pea sections. - A’ private etter. fromy Indiana says 
regarding tomatoes and peas: “We hear some pretty 
bad reports about !tomato plants. béing, killed and to- 
mato seed being frozen in the ground, and all that, 
but we have nothing definite to give you at present. 
The pea packers are pretty well sold up on futures and 
will depend upon the size of the pack we have in this 
state as to’ whether they will have any more t6 offer 
or not.” : 

We hear that preparations are being made by the 
Utah tomato packers for a very heavy production this 
season. Three new factories have gone in there, and 
the acreage cultivated will be large. Utah has capa- 
city to make a pretty big pack, having in one season 
run as high as 375,000 cases. That was in 1904. 
Utah packed 308,000 cases in 1906. 
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Tomatoes— 


During the week there has been a little better de- 
mand for spot tomatoes, with a steady, though not 
really stronger feeling noticeable, as appears from 
Eastern advices. The lowest price on which business 
in spots has been done was 92%c delivered, but there 
were more sales at 95c. The stock of tomatoes avail- 
able here is now very light, much less than a very short 
while ago. Future 3s are offered at 85c f.o.b. Indiana 
and Ohio factories. The future market has been quiet, 
except for fancy goods, in which there has been a fair 
interest. Spot Western 10s are as good as cleaned up; 
$3.65 is quoted, however. We hear of a price of $2.70 
on future Western 10s. 

Latest reports on the New York City market clearly 
show a better feeling on spot tomatoes. A little more 
interest is being manifested by the jobbing trade in 
spot goods. One advice notes that the general be- 
lief among New York canned goods men is that the 
long-continued period of oppression is about ended. 
Really good standard goods of 1906 packing have been 
found to be not overabundant in first hands. New 
York buyers have not bought futures very freely dur- 
ing the week reviewed, but packers nevertheless are 
reported steady in their views. New Jersey spot No. Io 
tomatoes are reported at $3.65, New Jersey 1907 pack- 
ing No. 3 standards at $1.00 f. 0. b. Baltimore No. 3 
standard spot tomatoes apparently are a little stronger, 
but the situation in that market is fully covered in 
the letter of our Baltimore correspondent this week. 
Corn— 

Once in awhile there is an offering of future Western 
standard corn, at 52% @ 55c per doz., f. 0. b. factory, 
but there is little or nothing doing on 1907 packing in 
the way of sales, the packers as a rule not seeking 
business. Spot business livened somewhat as com- 
pared with the previous week’s record, but prices failed 
to improve. 47%c factory was the basis on which the 
business was generally done. 

New York advices do not indicate that conditions 
there have changed materially as regards either spot 
or future corn. The market on State futures is re- 
ported steady at, usually, 65c per doz., delivered; 55c 
per doz., delivered, for State spot standards. At Ballti- 
more the feeling on spot corn is better and a steady 
movement into consumption is noted in late advices. 


Fruits— 

Canned fruits of all descriptions hold very firm 
and offerings are exceedingly small for this time of 
year on practically all varieties. Late advices from the 
Pacific coast have been further confirmatory of earlier 
news regarding the extent of the injury to California 
fruit crops, notably apricots. Peaches have been dam- 
aged somewhat, although slightly, it appears, as com- 
pared with apricots. In other sections of the country 
the peach crop has suffered, also apples. Our Balti- 
more correspondent, in his letter in this issue, refers 
to the injury done the peach crop. Southern advices 
are that peaches have suffered considerably. It has 
been known for some time that there would be a small 





crop this season in Michigan. A very firm market 
rules on all descriptions of such fruits as berries whie 
are virtually cleaned up. The quantities left “ansold 
amount almost to nothing. 
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Peas— 

The market here is very firm on spot peas, stocks 
of which, as we have been reporting for a number of 
weeks past, are exceedingly small; in fact, the West- 
ern packers are as good as cleaned up on old peas. 
They are also heavily sold as a rule on 1907 package; 
the majority are withdrawn or futures. However, we 
hear of some quotations and since our last issue have 
noted offering of future standard Wisconsin early June 
Alaska peas at 80c, Wisconsin extra sifted sweet peas 
at $1.271%4, Michigan extra sifted sweet peas at $1.30, 
Michigan early June Alaskas at 8214c, Michigan sweet 
wrinkled at 8214c, Indiana extra sifted at $1.15, Indi-

The bean mar- 
ket in New York is very firm and stocks are scarce.

State apples are reported a little 
easier in New York City. They are quoted at $2.35,

Asparagus 

No further news of importance has been received 
irom California this week regarding asparagus. The 
market is strong, everybody, both retailers and whole- 
salers, being very lightly supplied, with the practical 
certainty that the California output this year will 
not exceed one-third the expected pack, or be any- 
where near the quantity usually shipped from the 
coast. There is a situation on this line of canned 
goods stronger than has been known in years. 
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Sardimes-- 

Domestic sardines, 1906 packing, are in small 
supply and held on a very firm basis. Advices from 
Maine state that the packers are paying half as much 
again for their fish as they bought them for last sea- 
son. Very little packing has been done to date. 
Salmon— ; 

There is no change in the salmon situation, but the 
market continues very strong, all grades being in ex- 
tremely short supply and what is left held very firm. 
Reports from the Pacific coast are all of strong char- 
acter and contain positive statements that the open- 
ing quotations on all grades will be very high this 
season. This matter is discussed for instance in the 
letter of our Seattle correspondent elsewhere in this 
issue. Spot red Alaska is in demand from the retail 
trade, who are also showing interest in chinooks and 
other grades. No new prices on the 1906 chinook 
0g have been made as yet, but a higher basis than 
last year’s is expected by everybody.

The feeling on dried fruits on the spot is generally 
described as better. Some brokers note improvement 
in the demand and anticipate further increase in sales. 
More interest is reported in spot raisins; the market is 
strong. Coast advices note some offerings of future 
raisins, at 5c, 5%e and 6c for 2, 3 and 4 crown loose 
respectively. The Fruit Grower in this connection says 
4%c is about as high as packers are willing to con- 
template, with growers’ ideas usually above that. 
More or less business is being done on prunes here at 
the same prices as ruled last week. The prune market 
is steadier. Peaches and apricots are reported steady. 
Supplies are very small here and on the coast. Some- 
what better business has been done on evaporated 
apples, which are stronger.

None of the larger can manufacturers has made 
any alterations in prices on packers’ cans since our 
last issue. The prices are repeated below. We are 
informed that sales of packers’ cans to date indicate

Epiror CANNER: Judging from the multiplicity of conflict- 
ing reports regarding the present outlook for the coming 
peach crop, the prov erbial cat with its nine lives cannot be 
compared in its tenacity in holding on to life to the peach 
bud. According to some people, the crop has been absolutely 
killed three times during the last three weeks, and now, ac- 
cording to some others it is stated that if we should have 
another freeze there will certainly be no peaches. When 
experts hold such different opinions, what can be expected 
from ordinary onlookers? During the past week I have 
talked with a number of people who have made extensive 
and careful examination of peach buds, and they say that a 
good many of them are still alive; but many of the peach 
growers say that the buds have been injured so that the 
peaches will drop off in June. One man’s guess, therefore, 
is about as good as another’s. Time alone will prove what 
has been the real extent of damage caused by the unusually 
cold weather. 

One thing, however, is certain, and that is, this inclement 
weather has caused buycrs to be very anxious to place some 
orders for future peaches, and the same cause has made 
sellers correspondingly indifferent about booking any more 
business. It would be next to impossible to get any Balti- 
mrre packer to book flat orders for future peaches to-day, 
even on the basis of $1.20 or $1.25 for No. 3 second yellows. 
Some of them might be induced to enter small quantities of 
peaches in assorted orders, but the quantity would have to 
be small. 

Spot tomatoes weakened the early part of last week, until 
it was possible to buy No. 3 standards at 85c, although these 
goods were not of last year’s packing. For a few days in the 
early part of the week, it looked like holders were going to 
unload their stocks at whatever they could get, but a good 
buying demand seemed to bring about a firmer feeling to- 
wards the close of the week, and No. 3 good standards were 
held at 87%c firm on Saturday. 

The market is in a very sensitive condition, and a slight 
push from either side is likely to make it go either up or 
down. If holders get very anxious to sell we can easily have 
an easing off, but if the demand increases, and this cool 
weather continues, it will be no surprise to me to see an ad- 
vance of from 5c to 7¥%c per doz., as the stocks of tomatoes 
are not large enough to supply the normal demand until new 
goods come in, especially if the season opens late. It must 
not be forgotten that if the market does not advance to over 
goc, there will be no inducement for our Baltimore packers to 
pay high prices for raw stock for shipment in July. At this 
time last-year, when the spot market was over $1.00 per doz., 
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a good deal of business was done by our city packers on 
tomatoes for July shipment at about 95c, and these packers 
made arrangements to secure the raw stock out of which 
to pack these goods from points in Jersey, where tomatoes 
can be raised early. This business will not be done this year, 
unless the spot market improves. It is hardly likely there- 
fore, that we will have any new tomatoes ready for ship- 
ment before the first week in August. No. 2 spot tomatoes 
are selling at 80c per doz. This shows a very peculiar posi- 
tion, for it is seldom that the price on No. 2 is within 5c or 
7c of the price on No. 3. No. 2 are undoutbedly very 
scarce, and it is not likely there will be any lower price 
named until new goods come in, 

Future tomatoes are a little easier. This is only natural, 
as it was to be expected that the market would ease off 
in sympathy with spots. It is possible to buy No. 3 stand- 
ards at 8o0c less 1% per cent f. 0. b. country points, but the 
quantities offered at this figure are not large. ‘The sellers 
are people who want to have certain quantities of futures 
sold for quick shipment in the season, so as to be able to 
handle and store the balance of their pack. These sales are 
being made by packers who were late in making their con- 
tracts with the farmers. The acreage that is being put out 
this year on tomatoes is very large, and should there be a 
good crop, there will be a record pack, and consequently a 
lower market. 

Corn continues to move out at a very lively rate, but it 
cannot be said that the market is very much firmer. The 
only indication of a better condition is to be found in the 
fact that it is becoming harder to fill the orders for good 
Maine style at less than 50c. It is a mystery to me why 
packers will sell their spot stocks at a loss of loc per case 
on purpose to run their factories the coming season, with the 
probability of having to sell their new pack at about cost, 
when they might hold on to their present -stock, let their 
factories lie idle this year, and sell their old goods at a profit. 
This, however, is only one of the many peculiar things done 
by canned goods packers. 

A good deal of interest is being displayed by buyers in 
future peas and string beans, and some business is being 
transacted. The acreage for both of these crops is said to’ be 
large, but on account of the lightness of stocks all over the 
country, a very active business is expected when the pack- 
ing season opens.

Of late there have been some strange developments in 
consequence of the laws that make it criminal to tell lies 
on the label. The mercantile agencies have come to the writer 
with’ quite a list of bogus packers, and, from the nature of 
the developments, it would appear that several wholesale 
grocers had been taken in. And the fun has just begun! 

The. demand for clams exceeds the supply, even at the 
advance. It has surprised the “oldest inhabitant.” 

The lobster catch is slow, and but few are now offered. 
After all, prices do not seem to count. 

Gallon apples are offered at from $2.25 to $2.50 per doz., but 
the stocks are very, very light. While many have sold blue- 
berries, it has been “subject to price,” and “if packed”—a 
great business. 

It would almost seem as if the apple market, notwithstanding 
its present dullness, should take an upward movement. The 
cold weather to the south must have injured the growing 
fruits and vegetables to some extent. Stocks in Maine are 
very light, and not enough to carry the trade through. 

I note that there seems to be trouble in Washington to get 
good men for position in the Agricultural Bureau as _ in- 
spectors. I am afraid that the Department will come up 
permanently against a difficult problem. To combine an ex- 
pert, for instance, one that knows the business, as can be 
found in the majority of the wholesale grocers, with a first- 
class chemist, is a twin combination that I have never come 
across. They are as rare as “white blackbirds.”

NEW ORLEANS. 





New Orleans, La., April 20, 1907. 

Epitor CANNER: The oyster packing season is fast coming 
to an end and the season of 1906 and 1907 has been the very 
worst that the packers on this coast have ever experienced. 
On the other hand, they have been called on to supply a 
much larger quantity of oysters than ever before notwith- 
standing the high prices that prevailed on this season's pack. 
We are very doubtful if any of the packers will be able to 
show much profit on the business, for the cost of all material 
has been so very high and they have not been able to secure 
the raw stock to enable them to put up a full pack, making 
the cost of production so much higher. 

There will be very few, if any, oysters in packers’ hands 
unsold when the season closes on May roth, and buyers who 
have not anticipated their wants for this summer’s supply 
are going to have a hard time to buy oysters, excepting from 
second hands, and only then at very high prices. 

The conditions have been so bad that there is considerable 
talk about not offering any futures next year except subject 
to approval of prices to be named when the packing season 
begins, the packers will then know better about what they 
expect to get in the way of supply and stock of oysters. _ 

The spring season is now over for packing shrimp. There 
has not been enough shrimp packed this spring to fill 10 
per cent of the orders that were booked and we understand 
that the orders that were not filled this spring will be car- 
tied over until the next packing season, sometime in August, 
September;--Qctober.

Epitor CANNER: Brady & Co., salmon brokers of this city 
state that it is their firm conviction that the canned salmon 
market will rule generally highter during the coming buy- 
ing season than it ever has before in the history of the ip- 
dustry. There are many reasons for this they claim, one of 
which is that the cost of packing salmon is so much higher 
this year than it has been in previous years that the packers 
will be compelled, as a matter of financial protection to 
themselves, to demand higher prices for their product, Ey- 
erything that has to do with the packing of salmon is more 
expensive this year. For one thing, the packers are forced 
to pay a considerably higher price for tin plate than ever 
before. When it is considered that the annual salmon pack 
on the coast amounts to nearly 5,000,000 cases of 48 cans 
each, it can readily be determined that tinplate is no small 
item. Indeed, the increased cost adds materially to the ex- 
pense of preparing for the packing season and_the cannery- 
men feel it keenly. Then there are other things such as 
machinery, crates for the cans, labor and many other fea- 
tures the total cost of which is so much higher this season 
that cannerymen will have to figure an increase in the price 
of their salmon in proportion in order to break even. Brady 
& Co. also point cut the fact that jobbers’ stocks are low all 
through the country and that there is not a large amount of 
salmon left in the hands of the coast packers, so that when 
the 1907 pack is ready it will find a virtually bare market 
awaiting it. The anticipated small packs on certain grades 
such as sockeyes and pinks will also tend to make the price 
on these grades stiffen up. 

A cannery scheme novel to this portion of the country at 
least is that projected by C. R. Beedy of Pueblo, Wash, 
who is mounting a cannery plant on a scow and during the 
salmon season will pack fish, having his floating plant imme- 
diately adjacent to the fishing grounds. When the salmon

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The Williamson Method of Corn Culture.* 

Considerable interest and discussion have been 
aroused during the past two years among corn grow- 
ers in the South by the exploitation of the so-called 
Williamson method of corn culture. This is largely 
due to the fact that the method involves a new prin- 
ciple and one departing widely from generally accept- 
ed ideas on corn growing. If the method is successful 
in achieving the object sought, it is of the greatest im- 
portance to that section of the country for which it is 
intended. An undesirable feature in the growth of 
corn in the South is the tendency to produce a large 
stalk at the expense of the yield of grain, and the pri- 
mary object of this new method of culture is to pro- 
duce more grain and less stalk. In a recent bulletin 
the South Carolina Experiment Station presents a de- 
tailed description of the method as authorized by Mr. 
E. M. Williamson, the originator, and also reports the 
results of observations made on farms where corn is 
grown according to this plan. 

It appears that of the fields inspected all were 
planted with corn secured from Mr. Williamson except 
two, one of which was planted with a variety similar 
to the Williamson corn and the other with Marlboro 
Prolific. The Williamson corn bore the ears about 3 
feet and the Marlboro Prolific. The Williamson corn 
bore the ears about 3 feet and the Marlboro Prolific 
about 26 inches above the ground. The number of 
sars per stalk or the size of the ears of the Marlboro 
Prolific was apparently not influenced by the method 
of culture. “The Willianson corn habitually bears one 
ear to the stalk, and the ears, when grown by the Wil- 
liamson plan, are from 6 to 8 inches long and from 
7%, to 10 inches in circumference. The type is inter- 
mediate between southern gourd seed and the standard 
dent. The grains are (white) from eight to eleven 
sixteenths of an inch long, four to six sixteenths of an 
inch wide, and two or three-sixteenths of an inch thick. 
The cob is usually red and from 4% to 5% inches in 
circumference, the circumference measurements being 
taken one-third the cob length from the buét. A hun- 
dred pounds of ears shell from 82 to 90 pounds of 
grain. Eighty-five to 100 ears will shell a bushel of 
corn.” 

Mr. Williamson advocates plowing the land during 
the winter about one-fourth deeper than it was plowed 
before if the soil has never been broken deep enough 
for corn, or one-third deeper if much vegetable mat- 
ter is to be turned under. Subsoiling to a greater 
depth may be practiced in connection with plowing at 
any time, provided no more subsoil than is turned up 
by the plow is worked to the surface. The disk plow 


is very effective in turning under cotton or cornstalks 
without previous chopping, and it also works well jn 
pea vines. The next step is bedding the land in 6-foo¢ 
rows with the turn plow, and in doing this a 5-inch 
balk is left, which is broken out with the scooter just 
before planting. The scooter furrow is deepened with 
the Dixie plow with the wing taken off, arid a ridge 
is then thrown on this furrow with the same plow. As 
soon as the danger of frost is over the corn is planted 
on this ridge at the rate of one kernel every 5 or 6 
inches. Early planting is especially necessary on yery 
rich lands to prevent stalks from growing too large. 
The first working is given soon after planting with 
the harrow or any suitable implement that will pot 
cover the plants. The crop is worked the second time 
when the plants are about 8 inches high, a Io or 12 
inch sweep being used on botlr sides of the row. After 
this the corn is thinned to about 16 inches in the drill, 
Up to this time the system of culture has been quite 
regular, but here the distinctive feature of retarding 
the stalk is introduced. The crop is not cultivated 
again until the stalks have been so retarded and hard- 
ened that they will not grow too large. The richer 
the land the greater the thoroughness required in the 
retarding process. Experience and judgment are nec- 
essary to decide when the corn has been sufficiently 
held back and the work of assisting the plant in devel- 
oping the ear should begin. At this period the corn 
is from 12 to 18 inches high. The first fertilizer 
application is now made by putting half of 
the mixed fertilizer, consisting of 200 pounds 
of cotton-seed meal, 200 pounds of acid phos- 
phate, and 400 pounds of kainit per acre, 
in the old sweep furrow on both sides of alternate 
middles and covering the same by breaking out this 
middle with the turn plow. About a week later the 
other middles are treated in the same way. After a 
few days the corn is sided in the first middles with a 
16-inch sweep and nitrate of soda put in this furrow 
and covered with one furrow of the turn plow. Peas 
are then sown broadcast at the rate of at least 1 bushel 
per acre in this middle and the work finished by break- 
ing out. Several days later the other middles are given 
exactly the same treatment. If the application of ni- 
trate of soda exceeds 150 pounds per acre, one-half 
the quantity is applied in the first and the other half in 
the second middles, otherwise the entire application is 
made in the first middles. In Darlington County, S. 
C., where Mr. Williamson is practicing this method, 
this final application of nitrate of soda is made during 
an average season from June 10 to 20, and the last 
plowing is also done at this time.

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The peculiar or essential features of the Williamson 
method are summarized as follows: Deep and thor- 
ough preparation of seed bed, deep planting, infrequent 
and partial cultivation in the early stages of growth, 
an increase of 200 per cent or more in the number of 
stalks per acre, postponing the application of fertilizers 
until the corn is given its second cultivation, inten- 
tional retardation of the early growth of the stalk until 
its size is reduced one-half or one-fourth of its normal 
development, and following this an augmented devel- 
opment of the yield by cultivation and heavy applica- 
tions of fertilizers made at appropriate intervals. It is 
believed that since the corn is planted 4 to 6 inches 
below the level and is laid by 4 to 6 inches above the 
level, the brace roots, being below the surface, are 
probably better able to perform their nutritive func- 
tions than if a part of them were exposed to the air. 
The application of fertilizers given above is recom- 
mended for a 50-bushel crop, and it is suggested that 
for a crop of 100 bushels per acre the quantities should 
be doubled. 

The Alabama Station made a comparison of the 
Williamson and the ordinary methods of corn culture 
in 1906, and the bulletin reporting the results enumer- 
ates the distinctive features of the Williamson method 
as follows: Dwarfing the corn plant by withholding 
fertilizers until the plant is several feet high and by 
omitting all cultivation from the time the plant is about 
8 inches high until it is about 18 inches high, thick 
planting in the row, the use of the turn plow in the 
last cultivations, and planting on land enriched by 
plowing under the entire growth of cowpeas. The 
comparative test was made on two plats of poor gray 
sandy upland soil prepared and fertilized alike. On 
both plats a fair growth of velvet beans was plowed 
under in February. The rows were laid off 6 feet 
apart and bedded out, the water furrows thus formed 
being subsoiled with the Dixie turn plow with wing 
removed. - A slight list was then formed in the water 
furrow with the same plow. This list was opened 
andthe corn planted on April 19, not as early as rec- 
ommended by Mr. Williamson. An application of 200 
pounds of cotton-seed meal, 200 pounds of acid phos- 
phate, and 400 pounds of kainit per acre was made 
June 23, and a further application of 200 pounds of 
nitrate of soda in side furrows was made July 7, when 
the crop was cultivated with scooter and scrape and 
cowpeas were sown and plowed in. 


The details of cultivation on the two plats were idep- 
tical except in the later hoeing, thicker planting, omis. 
sion of two early cultivations, and the use of the tury 
plow in laying by on the Williamson plat. After plant. 
ing the middles were cultivated shallow on both plats, 
Nothing further was done on the Williamson plat untij 
June 21, when it was hoed and thinned to one plant 
every 16 inches. During this time the check plat was 
given two cultivator trips per row May 21, a hoeing 
and thinning to one plant every 33 inches June 1, and 
cultivation with scooter and scrape, five furrows per 
row, June 7. The cultivation of the middles was fin- 
ished June 23 with the Dixie turn plow on the Wij- 
liamson plat and with scooter and scrape on the check 
plat. 

The thicker planting and the omission of cultivation 
between the early part of May and June 23 dwarfed 
the plants on the Williamson plat. The yield of 
shelled corn on the Williamson plat was 30.5 bushels 
per acre and on the check plat 29.5 bushels. On the 
Williamson plat each plant averaged 0.346 of a pound 
of shelled corn and on the check plat 0.667 of a pound. 
The average weight of shucked ear or nubbin on the 
check plat was 0.54 of a pound as compared with 0.45 
of a pound on the Williamson plat. The average height 
from the ground to the joint from which the lower ear 
grew was 44% inches on the check plat and 364 
inches on the Williamson plat. The ordinary method 
of culture showed 14 per cent of broken-over plants 
and the Williamson method 29 per cent. 

At no time during the growing season did either plat 
suffer for moisture. The cost of 1,000 pounds of com- 
mercial fertilizer was $12.80 and the value of the crop 
at 70 cents per bushel $21.35. These results were not 
profitable, and the results of other experiments made 
by the station in various localities of the state lead to 
the belief that the proportion of kainit in the William- 
son fertilizer is too high. It is further considered an 
open question whether the large yields obtained by 
Mr. Williamson on upland in South Carolina are not 
due more to the frequent plowing under of a crop of 
cowpeas, to the liberal use of nitrogenous fertilizers, 
and to close planting than to the distinctive features

Setting Tomato Plants in the Field. 


Wet soil, cold, dry air and wind aré the conditions 
to be avoided. Moist, not wet soil and still, warm air 
are to be desired; whether the day is sunny or not is 
less important. There is a certain definite time, which 
does not usually extend beyond a few days, when any 
lot of plants is in the best condition for setting in the 
field. 

It will always be a matter of judgment as to how 
long it is ‘best to hold plants, which are in condition 
for setting, for favorable weather conditions. They 
can sometimes be held a few days, by scant 
watering and full exposure, or in some _ cases 
by taking from the bed and heeling in, as nurserymen 
do trees ; but it is better to set when the weather is un- 
favorable or to run some ‘risk from frost rather than to 
hold them in this way. 

South Jersey growers, to whom early ripening fruit 
is the great desideratum, and who have a very warm 
so.l, and who grow plants so they are quite hardy and 
can be transplanted with little check, set them in the 
field very early, some seasons by the ‘last of April. 
The first essential to successful transplanting is to have 
well-grown, healthy, hardy plants; the second is that 
they be in good condition for setting, which can be se- 
cured by giving them, for a few days before planting, 
a scant supply of water and fullest possible exposure 
to air and sun, and then a thorough wetting a few 
hours before they are to be set. 

By this plan of growing and setting tomatoes, plants 
get into the field in the best condition. Two to five 
days’ before they expect to plant the growers go over
